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STANDARD SUPPLY TABLE. 


1. The Standard Supply Table of the Medical Department ™'r‘) 
of the United States Army contains a regular list of such sup¬ 
plies as should generally be kept on hand at military posts, 

and a supplementary list of such drugs and medicines as will 
permit the indulgence of individual preferences; although it 
is not supposed that any medical officer will require for all, 
nor (except at the larger posts) for even a majority of the 
articles contained in the supplementary list. 

2. The senior medical officer of every hospital, post, or Requisitions to

detached command, and acting assistant medical purveyors at ^ 2258 > A - E o 
field depots, will in future make requisitions for medical 
supplies annually and for a year’s supply, unless otherwise 
directed by a medical director or the Surgeon General. Such 
requisitions will be made upon Form No. 18 of the Regula¬ 
tions, in duplicate, and forwarded through the medical director 
to the Surgeon General by different mails. They will be made 
only for articles that are, or probably will be, deficient. They 
must exhibit the quantity of every article on hand, whether 
more is wanted or not. Medical directors will personally 
scrutinize closely all requisitions and make such alterations as 
they may deem proper. 

3. In preparing the annual 
medical officers shall conform to the standard supply table in 
nomenclature, order, and classification. The whole table need 
not be transcribed in all instances, but the names of the articles 
mentioned must follow the official arrangement. If quan¬ 
tities in excess of the authorized allowance be asked for, satis¬ 
factory reasons therefor must be assigned or they will not be 
issued. Requisitions for articles not on the supply table and 
which have been approved of as of value in the treatment and 
care of the sick will be favorably considered by the Surgeon 
General when the amount of appropriation for medical and 
hospital supplies will warrant. 

4. While it is believed that the quantities allowed will be Medical officers

allow their supplies to become exhausted in such contingen¬ 
cies, without giving timely notice of the deficiency, will be 
held accountable for any bad results arising therefrom. 

5. When through any emergency, not admitting of delay, 
medical supplies are necessary, they should be obtained upon 
a special requisition, giving a list of the articles required, the 
quantity remaining on hand, and the quantity needed, with a 
certificate properly dated and signed, that they are necessary 
for the public service, and stating why such requisition is 
necessary. Such special requisitions shall be transmitted to 
the medical director, in duplicate, who will forward the origi¬ 
nal, with his approval, to the nearest medical purveying depot 
for issue, and the duplicate to the Surgeon General with his 
remarks, together with a statement of the date of his approval 
and the depot to which he has sent the original for issue. 
Requisitions for articles not on the standard supply table 
must, in all cases, be forwarded to the Surgeon General for 
his action. 

6. Medical purveyors will not issue any article not on this 
supply table except by special authority of the Surgeon 
General. 

7. Sets of personal instruments, meteorological instruments, 
chemicals and chemical apparatus, and microscopes will be 
issued only from the Surgeon General’s Office, on special re¬ 
quisition. Applications for microscopes by medical officers will 
be favorably considered, provided the evidence be satisfactory 
that the officer will use the instrument for the benefit of science. 

The transfer of surgical instruments issued to officers for 
their personal use is positively forbidden, unless authorized by 
the Surgeon General. Each medical officer shall retain these 
instruments in his immediate possession so long as he remains 
in active service in the Army, and he will be held responsible 
for their complete and serviceable condition, and for their easy 
accessibility at all times. If the instruments be lost, destroyed, 
or damaged, they must be replaced or repaired as soon as 
possible by means of a requisition upon the Surgeon General 
setting forth fully the cause of such loss or damage. If the 
loss or damage result from the unavoidable casualties of the 
service, the expense of replacing or repairing the instruments 
will be paid by the Medical Department; if from any other 
cause, such expenses must be paid by the medical officer. 

Meteorological instruments will be issued only to such posts 
as shall be approved by the Surgeon General.

From the list of chemicals and chemical apparatus such 
articles will be issued to medical officers as may be required, 
when the special purpose for which the articles are desired is 
approved by the medical director and the Surgeon General. 

8. Disinfectants are furnished for use of hospitals and with 
the sick only. Quicklime, chlorinated lime, and disinfectants 
for the use of posts must be obtained from the Quartermaster’s 
Department. 

9. Surgical instruments, medicine cases, panniers, mess- Medical property 
chests, and other medical property that need and are consid- (<[ 2207 , a. r.) 
ered worth repairing shall be reported to the Surgeon General 

through the medical director, with a statement of repairs 
needed, with a view to such action as may be deemed proper. 

10. When it is necessary to obtain medical supplies and purchases of 
recourse cannot be had to a purveying depot, they may be emergency 6 * 
purchased by the medical officer, and bills (Form No. 5), in ( 
duplicate, for his reimbursement, be forwarded through the 

medical director to the Surgeon General for examination and 
payment. The purchasing officer shall prepare, in triplicate, 
an invoice of the articles bought (Form No. 6): one copy to 
be forwarded to the Surgeon General with the bills; one, as 
a voucher, to accompany his next property return, on which 
he shall account for the articles purchased ; and one to be filed 
with his retained set of vouchers. Medical officers will exercise 
great care to avoid, by proper requisitions , the necessity for 
making direct purchases. 

11. Medical officers shall take up and account for all med- Property ac- 
ical supplies of the Army that come into their possession, and (f mo, a.'r.) 
report, when possible, to whose account they are to be credited. 

12. All officers in transferring or issuing medical supplies issue or transfer 
shall prepare invoices in triplicate (Form No. 20), two ofpiie^ff22G4 ,a u r.) 
which are to be given to the receiving officer and one sent 
immediately to the Surgeon General. The receiving officer 

shall prepare receipts, in triplicate (Form No. 21), two of 
which are to be given to the issuing officer, with a report of 
the quality and condition of the articles, and one sent imme¬ 
diately to the Surgeon General accompanied by a copy of the 
report. A packer’s list (Form No. 19) will be furnished by 
the issuing officer. The contents of medicine wagons must be 
invoiced in detail. When supplies are turned over to a 
quartermaster for storage or transportation, a duplicate of the 
quartermaster’s receipt for the packages will be forwarded to 
the Surgeon General with the invoice.

They shall 
prepare a quarterly abstract of receipts and issues (Forms 
Nos. 14 and 15), in duplicate, which shall state the names of 
the persons from whom supplies have been received; the 
names and stations of those to whom they have been issued ; 
the quantities transferred in every instance, and the date of 
the transactions. The original of this abstract, accompanied 
by a complete set of vouchers and the original return, shall 
be transmitted through the chief medical purveyor to the 
Surgeon General at the end of the quarter, and the duplicate 
of the abstract, with a complete set of vouchers and of the 
return, are to be retained. They shall also prepare and for¬ 
ward, through the chief medical purveyor, to the Surgeon 
General, a monthly report, showing the quantities on hand at 
last statement, received by purchase, received from medical 
officers, issued, lost or destroyed, expended, sold, and remain¬ 
ing on hand.

(Form No. 22), in duplicate, of medical supplies on hand at last 
return, received, expended, issued, sold, and remaining on 
hand (including personal instruments), and all officers shall 
render similar accounts when relieved from the duty to which 


their returns relate. In consequence of the arrangement 
adopted in the annual property return, no separate abstract of 
receipts and issues will, ordinarily, be required. The original 
of this return, accompanied by a complete set of vouchers— 
which will consist of invoices of all property received and 
receipts for all property issued—shall be promptly transmitted 
to the Surgeon General. The duplicate, with a complete set 
of vouchers, shall be retained for the protection of the officer 
responsible for the property. In exceptional cases a certified 
invoice may be offered by the issuing officer, in the absence of 
a receipt, as a substitute for the proper voucher, together with 
such additional evidence as he may possess in regard to the 
transfer. 

Articles issued to posts should not be taken away from the 
same by the medical officer on being relieved, except upon au¬ 
thority of the Surgeon General or the medical director. No inter¬ 
lineations nor erasures should be made on the returns, and all 
articles not provided for in the printed headings should be en¬ 
tered in proper order under the heading of additional articles.

responsible for the same, setting forth fully the circumstances 
under which said loss or destruction occurred ; and this should 
be accompanied by a certificate of at least one other commis¬ 
sioned officer, or by a statement supported by an affidavit of 
any other non-interested party, as evidence in the case. Such 
certificates and statements must be forwarded through the 
medical director for remark.
